|The Seventieth Birthday of the 
Judge Hoadly, the Democratic can-’

For fully an hour before the 
time appointed I entered the Academy 
of Music to find every seat occupied, 
and by alittle quick sagacity secured

Following the addresses 
from the leading clergymen and the 
Mayor of the city, the chairman, in 
introducing Mr. Beecher, alluded to 
the Manchester riot.in which he 
(Beecher) figured in the slavery dis- 
cussion, and told a story illustrative 
of his inquiring turn of mind, of how 
he proposed to discuss Calvinistic 
theology with his father, who replied, 
‘‘When I was a young man I was in love 
with a young woman named Jane 
Blank. Before we discuss these other 
questions, tell me, if I had married 
Jane, would you be you?” 

When Mr. Beecher arose to speak he 
appeared a little disturbed; he must 
have felt proud, but he is too wise to 
be vain, and foltowing the prolonged 
applause he declared his preference to 
be in Manchester with the mob rather 
than with that audience. And that if 
his father had married that Jane, 
whether “I should bel, in spiteof my 
father and in spite of Jane, by the 
of God Iam what I am;”’ but he 
replied, “If I were susceptible of be- 
lieving one-tenth of what has been 
said here to-night I would be such a 
fool that nobody but fools would 
celebrate my birthday.

Views in the Most Fertile and .Populous 
Island of the West India Group—En- 
joying Perfect Bliss in a 
Sugar Mill, 


{EXTRACTS FROM A PRIVATE LETTER.) 


BRIDGETOWN, BARBADOES, WEsT IN- 
pies, Stnday, April 29, 1883, 9 Pp. M.— 
Having left Jackmel, Hzyti, we 
steamed a straight course for these 
islands, and last night passed between 
two of them, and by 7 o’clock this 
morning were in sight of this wonder- 
fully fertile and thoroughly tilled 
island—the most densely populated in 
proportion to its area of any, thcre being 
about 200,000 people on it, its extreme 
length being twenty-one miles and its 
breadth sixteen miles. There 1s but little 
waste land, the highest elevation be- 
ing 1000 feet, and every little nook 
and square rood being cultivated, and 


almost exclusively to sugar. Though 


cropped for 200 years, it yields large- 
ly,and the Bims’’ (I believe they 
call them) feel so rich that they think 
they could buy New York or any other 
State. I did not realize till suddenly 
to-day what was the special contras- 
tive feature of this island and Ja- 
maica with California, and found it 
‘was that in California’ every 
house is brand new, built either yes- 
terday or the day before, as it were— 
while here the housés are all middle 
aged, or decidedly decrepid. Well, 
when we came in sight of Barbadoes 
we saw a gently “undulating l..nd, 
slightly rising from the sea, studded 
thick with houses and solid masonry 
wind-mill towers, the whole closely 
farmed and with numcrous winding 
roads displayed on the landscape. , 
By 1 o’clock we reached this har- 
bor with probably thirty vessels in it, 
—among them the Dido man-of-war, 
but never an American flag. (N. B. 


.| The stars and stripes are hung at our 


state-room door as a portiere, and we 
bow to them every time we enter, as’ 
it is hung a little low. Our flag de- 
vice has amused our fellow- -passen- 
gers, who are not used to seeing our 
national banner hung upon the outer 
walls.). We were promptly boarded 
by the harbor police, who exercised a 
most efficient and judicious control 
over the boats that swarmed around us, 
and before 2 o’clock we had landed in 
‘the mouth of a trifling river, 
which was protected by a long sca 
wall from the swell of the ocean. 

A few minutes got us two stylish 
carriages, and we drove for three 
hours, enjoying with infinite zest all 
we saw. First, the excellence of the 
streets and roads and their superfine 
cleanliness struck us; then the very 
numerous police in excellent drill, and 
then the fact that not a store or office 


ing evidence of life. Then, as I said, 
the antique look of the dwellings; the 
dignity of the governmental build- 
ings; the extent and stability of the 
military establishment, and the num- 
bers of military men about. With us 
the military men are rather disregard- 
ed by the industrial classes, who, in 
good degree, regard them as a super- 
fluity, while here, I suppose more so 
than elsewhere, they are a body so 
numerous and so highly regarded as 
to form an element in society and the 
life of the community, as to appear 
quite anomalous to my uneducated 
eyes. Iam greatly struck with this 
new element in the body politic, and 
impressed, not only with the actual 
numbers, but with ‘the trade and 
traders that depend upon them, 

Well, we drove to the Cathedral, (a 
new word for a Protestant church 
just lately being imported into the 
United States, and which I think our 
bigh church friends highly enjoy to 


juse,asit implies the truth of that 


funny dogma of the Apostolic Succes- 
sion—that the successive Bishops 
were conduit pipes through which 
flowed the Holy Ghost; that these 
Bishops were able to communicate a 
virus, like the small- -pox, by conta- 
gion.) Here were slabs in tlie aisles 
under which lay, in the order of sanc- 
tity, the dead—an odor, by the way, 
which I should think unfavorable— 
and adorning the walls votive tablets, 
such as sword and scabbard and hel- 
met, done in beautiful marble—tab- 
lets which linked the church of to- 


of the Greeks. Here, too, was the 
pestiferous. fellow wLo wants a fee for 
opening the carriage door, whose 
palms itch worse than any porcine oc- 
cupant of a stye. 

The cathedral “done,” I asked my 
negro driver about getting some negro 
dialect tracts which I heard the 
Unitas Fratrum had published, where- 
upon he drove us upto a Moravian 
church, where we were most cordially 
welcomed by the intelligent and well- 
educated negro pastor, who, however, 
had’ no such matter, but gave mea 
missionary publication, from Fetter 
Lane, London, where’ he said I could 
get a copy of the New Testament in 
the Surinam (Seringapatam?) dialect 
—agmost degraded English patois 

Driving on through the extensive 
military grounds, past several gran- 
diose places, among them the Bishop’s, 
and past such beautiful, blooming trees, 
with such gaudy flowers, and a tree 
they called the fig, which dropped ten- 
drils to the ground, which ultimately 
took root and became big trunks; in 
fact we were under the banyan tree! 
Yes, a true banyan, though not one 
that colonizes as extensively as that of 
the East Indies. 

Then we drove to the edge of the 
ocean, whose waters near. the 
shore had that green color which 
we have seen painted, but never be- 
fore had seen in such fullness of color. 
There under the shade of the banyan 
we halted and got a quart of fresh 
milk, which, though warm, greatly de- 
lighted some of the party who are 
tired of the “ Here’s richness” n ilked 
from cans and hot water. The young 
folks, too, gathered shells, and we 
bought from a negro some others. 

Pursuing our trip, we came to a 
sugar plantation, and here we halted 
again. The massive stone wind- 
mill tower was .built in 1703, and 
like all the others, Lad an old shingle 
roof, and extending to the ground at 
an angle of 45°, was an enormous 
beam. Wilson diagnosed this as a 
means to revolve the fans to bring 
them into the wind—or out of it—if 
wanted. We all got out and exam- 
ined the quaint old structure, the new 
mill for crushing the cane, and still 
more closely the juicy cane itself. By 
this time the courteous manager came | 
from the house and: kindly opened 
o|the sugar mill. The juice from 
the rolls was conducted through a pipe 
into a large vat. Thence it (the juice) 
was run into cop cauldrons and 
boiled, and when ready was ladled out 
by a cauldron on & crane, and thence 
into large shallow pans to 
rom these the sugar was carried an 
packed into hogsheads containin ng 
about aton. These hogsheads stan 
on end ona rack, and from 4 hole in 
the bottom runs out from each hogs- 
head eighty gallons of molasses, 
which flows into a tank. The man- 
ager pumped up the d old sugar- 
house molasses, and.as it came from the 
spout, the avidity with which each of 
us, from oldest to youngest, licked our 
fingers after letting the delicious 
sweet stream upon them, was most. 
laughable. 

Our return drive was very pleasant, 
_ by this time we had got a little in- 
e interior and on ground high

At Barbadoes we picked up a ‘large 
additional company pare ia by lit- 
tler boats of the extended service of 
this Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 
pany from all the Carribean islands, 
and also from the South American 
continent.. We now have. I suppose, 
200 passengers on board, and yet are 
not full, and have plentiful illustra- 
tions of English people. Certainly we 
have found them most cordial and not 
stiff. There is not the least difficulty 
in making acquaintances, and I do 
not believe one of them would omit to 
throw a life- preserver simply because 
he “had never been introduced, you 
know.” 

I have written only the cheerful 
side, but there is another and an aw- 
ful (I use the word in its literal sense) | 
side—and I purpose never to be ca- 
joled into going to sea except once to 
cress the channel and once to cross the 
ocean. It will. be “drive on to the

Three Through Trains. 

From the San Francisco Chronicle, July 4.] 

For the first time in the history of 
California three through regular, over-’ 
land express trains arrived from the 
East yesterday in San Francisco. One 
train came in atthe usual hour over 
the Southern Pacitic Railroad. The 
other two trains arrived over the Cen- 
tral Pacific. The recent change in the 
time scheduie on the Central Pacitic 
and the Union Pacific was the occasion 
of the arrival of the extra train on the 
northern route. The first of these two 
last-named trains arrived at 11:10 a. 
M., the old hour, and the second train 
came in three-quarters of an hour be- 
hind,the old schedule time of 8:40 pP. 
M. An unusually large number of pas- 
sengers arrived by all three. Two 
trains will arrive in the future daily 
from the East, one on the Central Pa- 
cific and one on the Southern. The 
hours of departure will remain as 
usual, and the only change in the time 
of arrival i is on the Central Pacific, the 
Pacific express ariving at the hour 
mentioned above, in the ‘evening, in- 
stead of as formerly in the morning.

DEATH BY TRICHINAE. 


A St. Lonis Woman Literally De- 
voured—Other Cases in that City. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


- The fatal termination of a case 
of trichinz, noted some time ago, 
was reported to the clerk of the 
board of health. The victitn was 
Mrs. Schmerein. About 
six weeks ago she and her hus- 
band were taken violently sick. 
As they had been in, apparently 
excellent health for a long time 
previous, they could not account 
for the sudden sickness. Dr. 

Richter was called in, and, after 
‘studying the symptoms, came to 
the conclusion that Mr. and Mrs. 
Schmerein had partaken of some 
unwholesome food. Upon ques- 
tioning them he ascertained that 
they had eaten raw ham. He 
examined the remaining portions 
of the ham aind discovered unmis- 
takable indications of trichine, 
the meat being fairly alive with 
the deadly worm. ‘The doctor 
applied all his knowledge of the 
dread disease and used all his 
skill to save the unfortunate cou- 
ple. Schmerein gradually recov- 
ered, until he is now past all dan- 
ger, but his wife was dsomed 
from the first to a lingering death. 
‘Her entire: swarmed with’ 
the trichinze, which fed upon her 
muscles, litera ly devouring her 
to death. During her illness of 
six weeks the woman suffered 
apparently very little pain, and 
was in a state of gradual decline. 
The pain endured by her, as yell 
as most persons aftlicted with 
tri¢hinze, was similar to 
tism. Sunday night death ended 
her sufferings, and yesterday she 
was buried. Mr. Schmerein, al- 
though no longer in danger, has 
riot sufficiently recovered to re- 
sume work. He and his wife had 
not been here long and are Ger- 
mans. Dr. Richter, in speaking 
of the case, said he thought there 
was more danger from eating 
American than German pork. In 
Germany it is a common practice 
to eat raw ham and consequently 
trichinz is detected very fre- 
quently. Here, even when a case 
develops, it is difficult to discov-. 
er it, notwithstanding a large per

IN THE FOOTHILLS. 


Trip Along the Base of the 
Sierra Maire, 


And Through the Lowlands—Sierra Madre, 
the Santa Anita, Duarte, Azusa, Pomo- 
na, Ontario, Cucamonga, Her- 
mosa and Etiwanda. 


Correspondence of the TrmEs. ] 
A week ago I started for a trip ae: 
the foothills, and was surprised to note 
the changes that have taken _— in the 
short space of a year. 
Sierra Madre shows large areas of 
orchard and vineyard and pleasant 
homes, in the place of an almost im- 
penetrable thicket of sagebrush and two 
or three cabins. 
The Santa Anita tract, just east, has 
teen surveyed into lots and avenues, 
and soon this choice body of land will 
be ready for settlement. 
Duarte with its magnificent water 
Several fine res- 
idences have been built during the year, 
and a much larger area is cultivated 
than was one year ago. Duarte has 
the: location and the water to raise the 
finest citrus fruits in the State. 

All along the base cf the mountains 
to the east, new places have sprung up, 
springs developed,‘and new roads laid 


out. Some of the locations are charm- 
ing. The Azusa, with its great corn 
and grain fiélds, lies in full view, while 
the rich San Gabriel stretches far be- 
yond. At no distant day the whole 
Azusa region to the Van Diemas wash, 
will be covered with fruitful vineyards 
and orchards. 

But the surprise is greatest when we 
reach the plains northwest of Pomona. 
Grain fields have been fenced, fine 
houses built, large vineyards planted, 
broad ayenues laidjout, and other evi- 
dences of the boom seen long before we 
reach the town. 

The flowing wells north of the town 
are examined with interest, as being the 
principal causes of the changes, that be- 
come more marked as we near the cen- 
ter; pleasant homes, wide streets and 
avenues, tasty flower gardens, and the 
indispensable orchard and vineyard, 
that create so much of the wealth of 
this country. Land that could have 
been bought a few months ago for $35 
per acre is now $100 and’ $150. The 
town itself has grown beyond recogni- 
tion. Where less than a year ago were 
seen two feeble stores, no hotel and no 
enterprise, is now a thriviog town. The 
new streets and avenues are scenes of 
bustle and enterprise. There are fine 
groceries, dry goods and drug stores, 
wagon, blacksmith and carpenter shops, 
doctors, lawyers and real estate offices; 
in fact, a town where almost anything 
may be had, and that almost as cheaply 
‘as in Los Angeles. On every side new 
buildings are going up. I had a pleas- 
ant chat with the genial contractors and 
builders, Messrs. Killam &-Burrett, who 
are putting up a new church. They 
believe thoroughly in the future of the 
town and our surrounding country, and 
are full of business, as they deserve to 
be. 

I was much pleased to meet here one 
of the best dentists in the United States, 
Dr. C. Von Bonhorst, lately from Lan- 
caster, Pa. For over thirty years be has 
been a prominent man in his profession, 
and has had the custom of such men 
as. General Sherman, Senator Ewing 
and other*men of fame. The doctor 
came to Pomona three months ago be- 
ca use of ill health in the east. It is but 
a short drive from Pomona to Ontario. 
While there are few actual settlements 
yet, much has been accomplished. 
Miles of piping have been laid, and a 
fine hotel built. Euclid avenue is well 
graded and the four rows of ornamental 
trees set for several miles. It is destin- 
ed to be a magnificent drive. Ina few 
years, with its double row of palms, it 
will be the most aeiking drive in 
America. 

Cucamonga i is progressing slowly, and 
I noticed several new places in the 


a mile from there to Hermosa, ‘‘ The | 
Beautiful,’ and beautiful it is indeed." 
A concrete wall surrounds 240 acres of 
as choice land as the sun shines on. 
This land has a fine water right and 
nearly the whole. is cultivated and now 
for sale. An equal amount adjoining it 
is to be walled in and sold. It ce eftainly 
is a choice locality, and the climate is 
as near perfection as any in California. 
I sat all the evening on the piazza of 
the pleasant manager, Mr. Pestch, and 
felt none of the harsh winds experienced 
in so many parts. 

Directly west of Hermosa are the 
lands of the Iowa Colony. Both places 


three years from now will find a grand 
sweep of orchards and vineyards from 
se mountains away down to the val- 
ey. 

Itis a ride through a desert from 
Hermosa to Etiwanda. Much has been 
done here within the year. It has sev- 
eral nice places already and a hotel on 
the sands. Buyers may see what can 
be done by looking over Mr. Chaffey’s 
place, where there is nearly every kind 
of fruit tree in full bearing. It will 
be a green spot in the desert, for there 
are thousands of acres about it that can 
never be cultivated. 

What a grand country it will be from 
Los Angeles to San Bernardino when a 
few more years have further developed 
it magnificent possibilities! E. T. P.

“INSTINK” AND DESERT LANDS. . 


The Act of Congress in Such 
Cases Made and Provided. 
Correspondence of ‘the Times.) 
Cucamonga, July 4.—‘‘I don’t gos 
scent on instink,’’ remarked my house- 
keeper, Mrs. Mundooney, as she whew- 
ed through the cabin to close the win- 
dow.

Returning to Cucamonga to see hap 
everything was all right, and also to get 
‘away’from the noise and bustle attend- 
ing the Fourth, I picked up, at the start, 
a blank form entitled ‘‘ Desert Land 
Act of March 3, 1877,’’ which afiurded 
ample’ reading matter for the trip. 
As .a_ sort of stepping stone 
to a future letter, will it be asking too 
much of the Timks to publish the form 
according to the best of my ability to 
fill it out? 

‘‘Desert Land Act of March 3, 1877. 
Declaration No. 1. Land Office at Los 
Nietos, March 4, 1882. I, Gustavus 
Gerchibole, et cetera, county and State, 
holding up both hands, depose and de- 
clare that I am a citizen of the United 
States, of the age of ninety-six, and a 
resident of said county and State, and 
by occupation a mistaken individual; 
that I intend to reclaim a tract of desert 
land, not exceeding one section, by con- 
ducting water upon the same, within 
three years from date, under the pro- 
visions of the Act of Congress approved 
March 3d, 1877, entitled ‘An Act to 
provide for the safe keeping and sale of 
desert lands in certain States and Terri- 
tories.” The desert land which I intend 
to reclaim does not exceed one 
section, and 1s situated in Cu- 
camonga, San Bernardino county, Cal., 
land district, etc., described as follows: 
* *“ ™ [further depose that I have 
made no other declaration for desert 
lands under the provisions of said 


Act;. that the land above  de- 
scribed will not, without irriga- 
tion, produce an agricultural crop; 


that there is no timber, no minerals or 
metals of value-—-in short, that said land 
is essentially worth nothing to nobody; 
that I became acquainted with said land 
through my brother’s oldest aunt, a sur- 
veyorist of sound mind, good reputation 
and close ‘discriminations, and that my 
declaration therefor is not made for the 
purpose of fraudulently obtaining title 
to (desert land), mineral land, timber 


land, agricultural land, or _ the 
iand beyond the grave, but for 
the purpose of faithfully reclaim- 
ing, within three years from. the 


date hereof, by conducting water there- 
on, a tract of land which is desert land 
within the meaning of the Act. Sub- 
scribed to, signed, sealed, sworn to and 
delivered.”’ W. 


“QUTLAWRY AT SAN GABRIEL. 


A Bad State of Affairs- at the Mise 
sion—Assault and Robbery. 


San Gabriel Mission has many ro- 
mantic associations connected with it, 
but of the Mexican settlement imme- 
diately surrounding it but little can be 
said that is good. The spirit of Vas- 
quez and Murietta seems to pervade the 
| little community. There is more crime 


committed there, in proportion to the 
‘population, than ‘in almost any other 
part of the county, and a wideawake 
officer of the law is greatly needed. It 
is hardly safe to leave a valuable saddle 
on a horse in the street, as, if there is 
anything a Mexican thief delights in, it 
is something tbat can be used about a 
horse. Whips, buggy-blankets, and 
harness are also taken when the slight- 
est opportunity is afforded. The latest 
outrage, perpetrated a few days ago, was 
the knocking down and robbing of 
a poor laboring man named Martin. 
As he was returning from his work in 
the early evening he was assaulted by 
several Mexicans and thrown down with 
such violence that his ankle was badly 
sprained. In this disabled condition 
the Mexicans robbed him of all the 
money he had in the world, amounting 
to some $35, and as he had no relatives 
or friends at the Mission he was brought 
to the County Hospital, where heis now 
slowly recovering. It must not be un- 
derstood that these outrages are common 
at all in the valley at large, as they are 
wholly confined to the Mexican quarter 
in the immediate vicinity of the church. 
It is to be hoped that our county au- 
thorities will provide deputies at San 
Gabriel competent to check this sand 
graceful state of affairs. .
